This section, is what Is com- 
monly 'known as the La Follette val- 
uation act and when the commission 
has finally determined the value of 


the property of any carrier under the 
valuation act 
\~.t is directed to^uso 
that value in reaching a conclusion 
as to the aggregate value of ail the 
railway property? 


It is t o ' b e observed further, that 


paragraph .(4) contains this declara- 
tion: "and shall give .due considera- 
tion to alL the elements of value rec- 
ognized by the law of tlie land for 
making purposes." There could not 
bo a fairer or more complete legisla- 
tive-rule than this. 
If any mistake 


has occurred or shall hereafter «ccur 
in-the valuation of railway properties 
it is not a mistake in legislation. If 
the commission does not properly ap- 
ply the law of tho land In the per- 
formance of its duty, then .upon ap- 
peal to the courts the error will be 
corrected by the only authority.
